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Twentieth Anniversary Fine Print Fair 


Offers Five Centuries of Outstanding Prints 
Preview set for October 1; Fair runs October 2 and 3 


CLEVELAND (Aug. 18, 2004) —The annual Fine Print Fair, Cleveland’s largest and most comprehensive 
exhibition of fine prints, celebrates its 20" anniversary Oct. 1 through 3 at Myers University Club, 3813 Euclid 
Avenue. Fine Print Fair hours are 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. on Saturday, Oct. 2 and 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Sunday, Oct. 
3. The ticket price of $8 ($4 for students with I.D. cards) covers entrance to the Fair both Saturday and Sunday. 

Sponsored by The Print Club of Cleveland, the event is a benefit for the Department of Prints of the 
Cleveland Museum of Art, a non-profit, adjunct organization dedicated to supporting the Museum’s print 
collection. The opening night preview benefit, chaired by Judy and Alan Sogg, Friday, Oct. 1, from 5:30 to 
8:30 p.m., features hors d’oeuvres, cash bar, free parking and an opportunity to select great works of art on 
paper before the fair opens to the public on Saturday. The benefit ticket is $60 ($70 after Sept. 17) and includes 
readmission to the Fair throughout the weekend.

Conrad Graeber, Baltimore, Md. (American, British, European and Japanese prints and drawings); Island 
Press, St. Louis, Mo. (print publisher); Marlborough Gallery, New York, N.Y. (20" century — present, 
American and European prints); The Old Print Shop, New York, N.Y. (American prints, 1900—1950, including 
historical prints, Currier & Ives and maps); Mary Ryan Gallery, New York, N.Y. (American and British prints 
and drawings from 1920 — present); Julie Saul Gallery, New York, N.Y. (contemporary photographic-based

On Sunday afternoon the winning raffle ticket will be drawn for a color lithograph by Alex Katz, 
Portrait of a Poet: Kenneth Koch (1970), donated by The Annex Galleries, Santa Rosa, Calif.

Another program of interest to both beginning and experienced print collectors will be held on 
Wednesday, Sept. 29, at 7 p.m. at the Cleveland Museum of Art Recital Hall. Dr. Jane Glaubinger, curator of 
prints at the Museum, will lecture on “Introduction to Print Collecting.” The program 1s free and open to the 
public. 

“Curator’s Choice” will return with Dr. Glaubinger’s selection of works she considers of exceptional 
interest and worthy of acquisition by the Museum in varied price ranges from among the dealers. Dr. 
Glaubinger will lead a tour of these selections at 7 p.m. at the “Prints of a Party” and they will be on view and 
available for sale throughout the Fair. The dealer donates 10 percent of the sales to benefit the Club’s fund to 
acquire prints for the Museum. 

“We are pleased to bring the Fine Print Fair to its elegant location at the Myers University Club,” said 
Harriet Gould, president of The Print Club of Cleveland. “The stately Victorian mansion, undergoing a 
dazzling $10 million renovation is a version of a Tuscan-style villa built in 1862 by Brigadier General Anson 
Stager, a telegraph pioneer and general superintendent of the Western Union Telegraph Company.” 

Fair Chairman Allie Wallace said, “The Friday night party offers a festive opening to view and make 
purchases from a stellar selection of prints, drawings and photographs assembled by 14 knowledgeable 
dealers."
